and when this weapon was brought to 
light the complaint of carrying a dan- 
gerous weapon was added to that of 
drunkenness. 


In-court this morning the prisoner 


said that ho did not'intend to use 
the -Knife on any person, that he car- 
ried it In order to cut bread. He denied 
that he was dr'unk. 


The court, however, found him guilty 


on both complaints and ordered him 
to pay a fine of $14 for carrying the 
knife and $1 for getting drunk.

Public baths! We have talked public baths so long that we got tired 


end have given up the idea as almost hopeless, at least for the present. 
Let us, however, return again to the subject, to refresh the public mind 


•with the necessity an a health measure and as an inducement to right living. 


How many people in Lowell enjoy a bath tub at their homes? 
Not 


more than one-half. How, then, about the people who have no facilities 


for bathing at their homes and who cannot afford to go to the beach even 


in the summer? 
How ninny baths do they get during the course of the 


year? Let it be remembered also that the people who have no facilitiei 


for public baths nre those who have to work hardest in factory and work 


shop aiulVho; judging from their occupations, would need baths most. 


It would be a very easy matter to construct a swimming pool iilon, 


one of the canals or on the river bank. All that would be needed would b 
the excavation to n proper depth and facing the sides with concrete am 
covering the bottom with sand or gravel. Then a stream of water could be 
turned on from river or cannl or better still from the city supply. The 
advantage of such a swimming pool for a single summer would be wortl 
all it would cost, in the fact that it would give the young people an oppor- 
tunity to learn to switn and would prevent, them risking 
their lives by 


bathing in canals without being able to swim. 


There will come » time, we presume, when our city will have public 


baths like other cities. The park department has made the experiment of 
putting shower baths in the basement of one of tbe schools. That system, 
if tried, mig'ht accommodate a considerable number of people, assuming 
thai the school basements wore thrown open in the worm weather to the 
general public.

THE UNITED SHOE MACHINERY MONOPOLY 


The Boot and Shoe Industry is dull at the present time and some 


people ask why. 
Jt is not unusual (o have dull spells in the shoe business. 


In this respect it is not different from other lines of business with which we 
are acquainted. But already it is mooted that the tariff on shoes is tot 


low. When the tariff was removed from hides the duty on shoes 
was 


reduced from 25 to 15 per cent. 


The K"ew England shoe men are to hold n convention in Salem next 


yeek when matters of general interest, to the industry will be discussed. 


There is another cause assigned for the depression of the industry 


nnd that is the monopoly held by the United Shoe Machinery company. 


There is something in the nature of a revolt likely to break out against this 


monopoly •which has the business by the throat. It refuses 
to sell its 


machines outright, simply leasing them nnd thus exacting tribute. Further- 


more, in order to maintain its patents in foreign nations, the machines 


must be operated or in some cases manufactured in the country granting 


the patent. The United Shoe 
Machinery 
company is 
now 
teaching 


foreign nations how io use its machines in competition with the United 


States. For this reason it should be compelled to sell its machines to the 
shoe manufacturers. Congress should pass a law making this leasing 
privilege illegal and compelling the company to sell its machines as low to 
this as to foreign nations. 


Speaking of these matters, a Washington correspondent, wrilhift in 


the Boston Transcript, says:— 


"The boot and ;;hoe Industry never in its history lias needed 


protection until recently. It la in digenoinj to the United States, and 
except in articles like French fancy wear, which is protected by Its 
own price, the American manufacturer has led the world In duality, 
volume and cheapness. But within the past decade tho industry 
has had to bear such burdens as have been laid upon it by the 
United Shoe Machinery company. This groat concern, a consolida- 
tion of machinery manufacturers who were for years engaged in 
expensive litigation with each other, doubtless lias conferred many 
benefits upon the Industry, but it also lias bound It hand and foot 
with a system of leases which have compelled manufacturers* to 
use its machines and no other, on penalty of being deprived of all 
machines owned by the company. How grievous a burden this has 
been Massachusetts manufacturers know, for they wont to their 
legislature- to be relieved of It.

It Is true that Hie American shoe worker. Is unexcelled as nn indi- 
vidual craftsman, but scientific shoe machinery has minimised tho 
personal clement In shoe mailing, and Ormans, Frenchmen and 
British .workmen are excellent mechanics. In 
other 
words, 
the 


magnificent battery of American nhoe mnchlnon Is now being turned 


' 
nffulnfit the United States, and 
competition has thus sprung up 


where it novur existed before. It was to these conditions that Mr.

Republic is' a sister' ship of the ill-fated General Slocum. 


The Grand Republic was returning 


with a boatload of excursionists from 
'ilpckaway-beach and was heading up 
through the Narrows when, it was dis- 
covered that she was on fire. Her cap- 
tain immediately threw the wheel to 
port 'and'headed the burning steamer 
toward the Crescent Athletic club in 
Brookljm. 


A number of tugs, seeing the plight 


of the vessel, hurried at once to her 
assistance and aided her in reaching 
the dock. : 


Another excursion boat the Cygnus, 


hurried at once to the assistance of 
the Grand Republic. It is. not believed 
that more than 200 people 
were 
on 


board returning from Rockaway. 


Word was received from the Cres- 


cent Athletic club at 2.30 that thore 
were probably no lives lost and that 
everybody had got to the dock In 
safety. 
The burning steamboat had scarcely 


discharged Iiiy panic stricken passen- 


gers on the dock when several streams 
of water were placed on the vessel by 
nearly a score of tugs. Two fire boats 
were sent hurriedly down the bay to 
aid in quenching the flames. 


The fire appeared to be amidships. 


Dense volumes of black smoke "circled 
the while superstructure of the big 
triple deck excursion boat. 
. The' fire alarm brought a number of 
fire engines to the Crescent Athletic 
club which is at the foot of 85th street 
in South Brooklyn near Fort Hamilton. 


With the dread fate of .the General 


Slocum before them the captain and 
the officers of the Grand Republic had 
their hands full in quieting the fright- 
ened people.

Some 
months ago, before, the paper strike 
occurred, It produced only 925 tons per 
day. though it had a capacity of 111B 
tons pur day. At present It is produc- 
ing an average of IS tons per day per 
machine. Contrast that showing with 
the recent production in Newfoundlanu 
by American brains on American ma- 
chines of 59 tons of paper per day per 
machine.

BATHS 


Public baths! We have-talked public baths so long that we got tired 


fend have given up the idea as almost hopeless, at least for the present. 
Let us, however, return again to the subject, to refresh the" public mind 


with the necessity as a health measure and ns an inducement to right living. 


, How many people in Lowell enjoy a bath tub at their homes? Not 


more than one-half. 
How, then, about the people who have no facilities 


for bathing at their homes and who cannot afford to go to the beach even 


in the summer? 
How many b~aths do they get during the course of the 


year? Let it be remembered also that the people who have no facilities 


for public baths are those who have to work hardest in factory and work- 


shop and who, judging from their occupations, would need baths most, 


It ivould be a very easy matter to construct" a swimming pool along 


one of the canals or on the river bank. All thai would be needed would be 
the'excavation to a proper depth and facing the sides with concrete and 
covering the bottom with sand or gravel. Then a stream of water could bo 
turned on from river or canal or better still from the city supply. The 
advantage of such a swimming pool for a single summer would be wort.li 
all it would cost, in the fact that it would give the young people an oppor- 
tunity to learn to swim and would prevent them risking their lives by 
bathing in canals without being able to swimi 
' 


There will come a time, we presume, when our city will have public 


baths like other cities. The park department has made the experiment of 
putting shower baths in the basement of one of the schools. That system, 
if tried, might accommodate a considei-able number of people, assuming 
that the school basements were thrown open ju the warm weather to the 
general public. 


THE UNITED SHOE MACHINERY 
MONOPOLY 


The Boot and Shoe Industry is dull at the present time "and- some 


people ask why. It is not unusual to have dull spells iu the shoe business. 


In this respect it is not different from other lines of business with which we 


are acquainted. But already it is mooted that the tariff on shoes is too 


low. 
When the tariff was removed from hides the duty on shoes 
was 


reduced from 25 to 15 per cent. 


The New England shoe men arc lo hold a convention in Salem next 


^veek when matters of general interest to the industry will be discussed. 


There is another cause assigned for the depression of the industry 


and that is the monopoly held by the United Shoe Machinery company. 
There is something in the nature of a revolt likely to break out against this 


monopoly which has the business by the throat. It refuses to 
sell its 


machines outright, simply leasing them and thus exacting tribute. Further- 
more, in order to maintain its patents in foreign nations, the machines 
Bust be operated or in some cases manufactured in the country granting 


the patent. The United Shoo "Machinery 
company 
is 
now 
teaching 


foreign nations how io use its machines in competition with the. United 
States. For this reason it should be compelled to sell its machines to the 
shoe manufacturers. Congress should pass a law making this leasing 
privilege illegal and compelling the company to sell its machines as low to 
this as io foreign nations. 


Speaking of these matters, a Washington correspondent, writing in 


the Boston Transcript, says:— 


"The boot ana fihoe industry never in its history has 
needed 


protection until recently,' It is in digenouj| to the United States, and 
except in articles like French la ncy wear, which is protected by its 
own price, the American manufacturer has led the world In quality, 
.volume and cheapness. But within the past decade the industry 
has had to bear su';h burdens as have, been Inid upon tt by the 
.United Shoe Machinery company. This groat concern, a consolida- 
tion of machinery manufacturers who were for years enga.ged in 
expensive litigation with each other, doubtless has conferred many 
benefits upon the industry, but i t also lias bound it hand and foot 
with a system ot leases which h ave compelled manufacturers to 
use Us machines and no other, on penalty of beinff deprived of all 
machines owned by the company. How grievous a burden this has 
been Massachusetts manufacturers know, for they went 
to their 


legislature, to be relieved of it. The legislature responded, but sn far 
the company has succeeded in evading the prohibition Intended by 
the general court. 


"As all shoe manufacturers 
were treated fillke, the conditions 


might not have been so bad, except for the consumer, until the 
company attempted lo extend Its business abroad. It first ran up 
against Germany, which required that the machines must bo oper- 
ated In Germany in order to give validity to the patents. Frniice 
and Great Britain followed, and soon tho trust's shoe machinery 
was being operated all over Europe In competition with American. 
It is truo that tho American shoo worker is unexcelled aa an indi- 
vidual craftsman, but scientific shoe machinery has minimized tho 
personal clement In nhoe malting, and Germans, Frenchmen and 
Brltl«h workmen arc excellent mechanics. In

words,

To get tho land 
requires an outlay of considerable cap- 
ital, and to maintain it keeps up a con- 
tinual drain upon some one's pocket- 
book. A grand stand cannot be built 
without going to much expense, .while 
the building of. stables, etc.. costs 
money.

At meeting time the association of- 


fers considerable money In stakes and 
purses, and in a,very few of the class 
events at least does it get more than 
BO per cent of the money guaranteed 
back from the entrance fees. The -bal- 
ance has to be made up at the gate 
and. where pools are sold, In the pool 
selling privileges arid other, privileges 
where returns are .derived from. If the 
attendance is large and a big entry is 
received an association xvlll break even 
and perhaps make a little money, but 
suppose that rain interferes and cuts 
the attendance down, small fields start 
and tho various sources of revenue are 
cut down. 
Then who is it that is 


taking the chances? 


It is true that the trainers and men 


who own the horses are also losing op- 
portunities to make money, but at tho 
same time it does not rain every week, 
and they have other chances to race, 
but the association is down and out. 
Its week of. racing has been ruined, and 
a big financial loss is encountered as 
a result. . 


While the trainers and owners of 


horses like big chances of losing money 
in racing horses, still that'all goes with 
the sport|~5ncT6rie who will participate 
must expect to gamble with Dame 
Fortune.

scandal for the lack of the very rule 
the! national commission has just pro- 
mulgated. 


Herman Schaefer was traded in mid- 


season by Detroit to Washington for 
Jim Delehamy. 
Schaefer missed no1 


possible opportunity to declare his 
hope that the Tigers would win the 
American league pennant. 
As "Wash- 


ington had no chance even for a place, 
Schaefer's expressions of eager antici- 
pation of Detroit's success attracted- 
little attention. It was true, however, 
that whenever the Tigers and Nation- 
als clashed the exacting fans watched 
closely the work of Schaefer to sea for 
themselves whether any action of his 
was in accordance with his hope that 
the Tigers would win the flag. 


To Schaefer's credit It can be said 


that he \vas not once accused of "lay- 
ing down"—that ho apparently played 
as earnestly against his old teammates 
os he did against the Athletics,- the 
Tigers' nearest rivals.

Public baths I We have talked public baths so long that we got tired 


and hare given up the idea as almost hopeless, at least for the present, 


Let us, however, return again to the subject, to refresh the public mind 


with the necessity as a health measure and as an inducement to right living. 


How many people in Lowell enjoy a bath tub at their homes? Not 


more than one-half. How, then, about the people who have no facilities 


. for bathing at tlieir homes and who cannot afford to go to the beach even 


in the summer? 
How many baths do they get during'the course of the 


year? Let it be remembered also that the people who have no facilities 


for public baths are those who have to work hardest in factory and work- 


shop and who, judging from their occupations, would need baths most. 


It would be a very easy matter to construct a swimming pool along 


one of the canals or on the river bank. AH that would be needed would be 
the excavation to a proper depth and facing the sides with concrete and 
covering the bottom with sand or grave!. Then a stream of water could be 
turned on from river or canal or better still from the city supply. The 
advantage of such a swimming pool for a single summer would be worth 
all it would cost, in (he fact that it would give the young people an oppor- 
tunity to learn to swim and would prevent them risking their lives by 
bathing in canals without being able to swim. 


There will come a time, we presume, when our city will have public 


baths like other cities. The park department has made the experiment of 
putting shower baths in the basement of one of the schools. That system, 
if tried, might accommodate a considerable number of people;" assuming 
that the school'basements were thrown open in the warm weather to the 
general public.

THE UNITED SHOE MACHINERY MONOPOLY 


The Boot and Shoe Industry is dull at the present time and somo 


people ask why. It is not unusual to have dull spells in the shoe business. 


In this respect it is not different from other linos of butiatas with which we 


are acquainted. 
But'already it is mooted that the tariff on shoes is too 


low. 
'When the tariff was removed from hides the duty on shoes was 


reduced from 25 to .15 per cent. 


The New England shoe men are to hold a convention in Salem next 


,\peek when matters of general interest to the industry will be discussed. 


There is another cause assigned for the depression of the industry 


and that is the monopoly held by the United Shoe Machinery company. 


There is something in the nature of a revolt likely to break out against this 


monopoly which has the business by tho throat. It refuses to sell its 


machines outright, simply leasing them and thus exacting tribute. Further- 


more, in order -to maintain its patents in foreign nations, the machines 


must be operated or in some cases manufactured in the country granting 


the patent. The United Shoe 
Machinery 
company 
is 
now teaching 


foreign nations how to use its machines in competition with the United 
States. For this reason it should be compelled to sell its machines to the 
shoe manufacturers. 
Congress should pass a law making this leasing 


privilege illegal and compelling tho company to sell its machines as low to 
this as to foreign nations. 


Speaking of these matters, a Washington correspondent, writing in 


the Boston Transcript, says:— 


"The hoot and shoo industry never In its history 
has needed 


protection until recently. It is in digenouj to the United Stutes, and 
except in articles like French fancy wear, which Is protected by its 
own price, the American manufacturer has led tho world in quality, 
volume and cheapness. But within the past decade tho Industry 
has had to bear such burdens as have been laid upon it by tho 
United Shoe Machinery company. This great concern, a consolida- 
tion of machinery manufacturers who were for years engaged In 
expensive litigation with cacli o tlier, doubtless has conferred many 
benefits upon the industry, but i t also has bound it hand and foot 
with a system of leases which li aye compelled manufacturers to 
use its machines and no other, on penalty of being deprived of all 
machines owned by tho company. How grievous a burden this has 
l>eon Massachusetts manufacturers know, for they went to their 
legislature to be relieved of it. The legislature responded, but so far 
the company has succeeded in evading the prohibition Intended by 
the general court. 


"As all shoo manufacturers 
were treated alike, the conditions 


might not have been so bad, except for the consumer, until tho 
company attempted to extend its business abroad. It'first ran up, 
against Germany, which required that the machines muut be oper- 
ated In Germany in order to give validity to tho patents. Franco 
nnd Great Britain followed, and soon tho trust's nhoe machinery 
wan being operated all over Ktirnpn in competition with American. 
It in true that tho American nhoo worker Is unexcelled as an indi- 
vidual craftsman, but scientific uhoc machinery has minimized tho 
pcriono.1 element, in shoo miikln s, und Germans, Frenchmen nnd 
British*workmon arc- excellent mechanics.
